| @artedout from Eden wih such a large 
capital of experience in fruit, and has be- 

come sub- divided into tribes and races, it 
is strange that the food on which he sub- 
sists has not been modified and improved in 
proportion to his advance in other things. 

Take the most favored article, the apple, 
and, there are now one thousand 
varieties of it, what is that for six thousand 
vears? 

Even among the most refined and Tultt- 
yated of the present generation of men are 
to be seen traces of the old savage and bar- 
baric tastes. The common experience of 
those who make long voyages is that they 
soon acquire a taste for rank food, and 
find it difficult to recover their gpprecia- 
tion of the sweet and pure articles of diet. 
We need not bring forward as examples 
those tribes and nations that find lizards, 
snakes, spiders, beetles, locusts, bees, ants, 
caterpillars, centipedes, and even parasites 
delicate food; for our own epicures 
like their game high, and esteem 
the choicest part of the wood- 
cock the frail; veiling under a cunning 
euphuism what would inevitably shock 
every one if expressed in honest terms. 
Into adulterations of food it is not worth 
while to peep, for there the consumer wal- 
lows in abominations unwittingly; but no 
palliation can be offeredin behalf of that 
monstrosity in civilized communities to 
whom the diseased livers of geese and 
lively cheese are dainty articles of diet. 

A vast field of unexplored territory is 
offered in discovering the delicate affini- 
ties that link certain viands. A few have 
been stumbled upon, it is trne It is 
known that cheese improves the apprecia- 
tion by the palate of the flavor of wine; 
that mutton should be attended with tur- 
nips; roast goose, with onions; baked 
beans, with pork; cakes, with ale; and 
gingerbread, with beer. But here we are 
close upon the end, nor need we expect 
any great addition to these delicious aftini- 
ties in our day and generation. The com- 
ing race will know them all, and under 
their reign the present direful and awful 
combinations and concoctions of devil-sent 
cooks will be unknown. What volumes it 
speaks for our ignorance when such a 
frightful conglomeration as the thing 
known as mince-pie is so highly esteemed 
among us. Yet there is something even 
beyond this, the recipe for which we will 
give, hoping, as the Christmas season is 
approaching, that some cook will be 
tempted to make it and die in the attempt, 
and so another ruthless destroyer of inno- 
cence will go to her long account: Beat 
to the smoothest paste six ounces of fresh, 
sweet, blanched almonds with a dozen 
bitter ones —a few drops of Prussic acid 
might be substituted with as good an eflect 
for the bitter almonds—‘‘pour to them 
three-quarters of a pint of boiling cream; 
strain through a cloth, and pour it upon 
four ounces of fine bread crumbs; add 
four ounces of macaroons crushed tol- 
erably small, two of flour, six of beef suet, 
five of beef marrow; an equal amount of 

dried cherries and raisins; half a pound of 
citron; the grated rind of lemon; yolks of 
seven eggs; a wine-glass of best brandy; 
tie all in a cloth and boil for four hours

LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

Two bills have been introduced in the Sen- 
ate regarding the lunatic asylums of the 
State. One of them proposes the enlarge- 
ment of the Western Asylum, and the other 
the erection of a new and distinct institution. 
From my information on the subject, Iam 
satisfied that additional facilities for the treat- 
ment of insane patients ought to be afforded. 
Btoh the Lexington and Hopkinsville institu- 


tions are full and are constantly under the ne- 


cessity of turning off applicants for want of 
room. The proportion of the demented who 
under the enlightened treatment of modern 
seience are restored to reason if attended to 
in time is so great that the friends of these 
unfortnnates are naturally anxious to afford 
them the advantage of treatment. It seems 
to me that by far the better plan would be to 
erect a third asylum at Louisville, Covington, 
Paducah, or some other convenient point, 
rather than by the enlargement of the present 
institutions to make them too large for casy 
management. 

Dr. James Rodman, the skillful and accom- 
plished Superintendent of the Western Asy- 
lum, one of the best managed institutions of 


the kind in the United States, is here ona 
visit to his relatives. Me ts not in Frankfort, 
I believe, with the view of asking any legisla- 
tive aid in behalf of his charge. 

THE SENATORIAL ELECTION. 

McCreery has certainly very considerable 
strength-in the Legislature, and, if the Sena- 
torial election were to come off now, would 
probably lead the field. Neither he ner his 
friends, however, seem very active in organ- 
izing, and by the 19th there is no telling how 
things will go. Beck and his licutenants are 
full of life and energy, and the other aspirants 
are by no means Idle or apathetic. 

Gen. John C. Breckinridge has been in 
Frankfort during most of the session on busi- 
ness connected with the Elizabethtown, Lex- 
ington and Big Sandy railroad. Ile has, of 
course, no Senatorial aspirations, but a rumor 
has somehow gotten abroad that his disabili- 
ties will be removed before the first of Janu- 
ary, and I have heard it whispered more than 
once that he may yet be elected to succeed 
Garrett Davis. 1 confess I have not the 
slightest ‘confidence that Congress will do 
anything so wise and just, but there is very 
little doubt that the vexed question would be 
at once solved if Breckinridge were once de- 
clared eligible to a seat in the Senate. 

NEWSPAPER SUBSCRIPTION. 

As [have already noticed, the House has 
adopted a resolution entitling each member to 
two papers, to be ordered through the Ser- 
goant-at-arms. The Senate resolution is more 
liberal, each member under it being entitled to 
three papers.

Let em pay for it! 

Concerning the Appetite. 

To imbibe is one of the first duties that 
man is called upon to perfg and the 
habit becomes ineradicably in his 
mature. The stomach is, in all persons, an 
organ of considerable size, and in many it 
is even more extensive than the brain; 
while its importance, in all, is so great that 
it deserves, and usually receives, much at- 
tention. There is as much variety in the 
culture of this delightful part of the human 
body as there 1s among men themselves; and 
yet certain national peculiarities are usu- 
ally to be observed.
